Rev. Luke Daly, a Catholic priest, erected two Italianate houses at 80 and 88 Main Street about 1873 on 
land he bought from George Boyer. When Daly died he left the houses to the Catholic Church which 
owned them for 25 years.

The Reverend Luke Daly House has a three-bay facade with a left entry.

Architecturaily, the Revexend Lul:e Daly House is significant as a 
weli-preserved example of the Italian Villa style. Based on the pic- 
turescue architecture of the Italian countryside, the Italian Villa 
style was popular from about 1855 to 1885. Smaller examples such as 
tnis one generally feature boxy massing and flat rocfs. The Reverend 
Daly House also has a fine assortment of the ornamental woodwork 
associated with the Victorian pericd. ‘ 


SIGNIFICANCE 


This house and a similar house at && Main Street were built by 
Reverend Luke Daly about 1873 on land bought from George D. Boyer. 
Khen Daly died in 1881, he left the houses to St. Paul's Roman 
Catholic Church. The church owned the property for about 25 years.
